Record Crowd at Anniversary 


The United States Naval Air Station, 
Tillamook, Oregon, was exactly one year 
old at noon, 1 December 1943. The anni- 
versary of its commissioning was com- 
memorated on Saturday 4 December 1943, 
with ceremonies designed for the dignity 
of the occasion. Pausing at lunch time, 
the military personnel, led by the visiting 
104th Cavalry Band, passed in review be- 
fore Captain Kar] L. Lange and approxi- 
mately 7000 civilian guests. 

With the usual military precision, 
events clicked under the expert guidance 
of Ensign Bruce Kelly—em-cee. The im- 
pressive throng hardly ruffled the spa- 






































ciousness inside one mammoth hangar. A 
blimp, moored down on the hangar deck 
lent atmosvhere and gave crowds a 
close-up of a kay-bird many had viewed 
every day—but at a distance. Friends of 
that day will rememher their experience 
for a long, long time. Some came from a 
distance of more than 100 miles. Guaras 
counted fifteen men, women, and children 
(no cows) in one car. 

Climaxing the ceremonies was an exhi- 
bition take-off and landing of the K-ship. 
A luncheon was served in the Officers’ 
Mess to military and civilian officials. 

As duty calls, it’s “Up ship” into the 
second year.

Graphic and successful demonstration 
of how lighter-than-air craft can (and do) 
effect rescues that would be difficult, if 
not impossible, for any other type of 
craft, was given a short distance from 
Moffett Field over the mucklands of 
South San Francisco Bay about noon on 
Thursday, November 18. 


Pilot of an Army fighter aircraft was 
compelled ta bail out over the bay and 
his descent was observed by the crews of 
two Navy training blimps of the L-type. 
In charge of one ship was Lt. (jg) James 
F. Bishc'p and on board with him were 
Aviation Cadets C. Nelson, B. J. Madri- 
gan, B. Loiben, and W. R. Menza, BM2c. 
In the other L-ship, piloted by Ensign 
James B. Looker, were Aviation Cadets, 
L. Prost, D. Thompson, W. Stille and 
James R. Dennis, ACMM(PA) (Ret.) 
L-T-A. 

Pilots Bishop and Looker both observ- 
ed that the Army pilot sustained painful 
and disabling injuries and immediately 
took steps to effect rescue. Lieutenant 
Bishop brought his ship to a low altitude 
over the injured man and Menza volun- 
teered to slide down a line to the ground 
to administer first aid. Menza made his 
descent without incident and soon was by 
the injured man’s side applying splints 
which were dropped by’ Ensign Looker’s 
sh'p which came at low alitude shoruy 
after Menza landed. 

A few civilians managea to make their 
way through mud and water to reach the 
spot and these were organized into an 
emergency ground crew by Menza. riiot 
Looker brought his ship into! the make- 
shift party. Aviation Cadet Prost disem- 
barked and the injured pilot was taken 
aboaru, then transported immediately to 
Moffett Field for hospitalization. 

Many times have the Navy lighter- 
than-air ships brought relief or rescue to 
shipwrecked seamen and others, but sel- 
dom do cadets in training have opportun- 
ity to participate in one of these import- 
ant missions for which airships are so 
ably suited when guided by competent 
and experienced pilots. 

This rescue of a stranded and injured 
Army pilot adds another commenac..e 
incident to the long list of lighter-than-air 
accomplishments in this war.
